ty than the natural, virgin growth 
has ever 
produced.

“Enterprise 
carried 
on 
in 
the 
forests by the University of Missouri 
have shown that the growth of virgin 
forests is much less than should be 
obtained from the same trees when 
properly cared 
for,” 
according to 
Dunlap. “The present obstacles are 
losses from 
fire 
and 
trespassing, 
which are community problems and 
must be so handled. The plan of co­ 
operative fire protection which has 
been followed In Ripley county for a 
number of years has proved to be 
highly successful. 
When such pro- 
; tection is afforded, the forest rapidly 
i increases In density and at the same 
, time In volume of growth by seeding 
I up open spaces with young trees. 
I 
“Many rural communities in the 
j Ozarks that are now losing in popu- 
I lation and productiveness can be re­ 
juvenated 
and 
made 
prosperous 
through the practice of forestry. Tie 
cutting Is an old occupation, but the 
tie growing industry has been neg­ 
lected in the pursuit of too many get­ 
richquick crops. 
“Economic conditions now favor­ 
able to the growing of ties will be­ 
come more favorable in the future, 
while such local prejudice as now 
discourages holding land in timber, 
will quickly disappear when the ad­ 
vantages offered by timber crops in 
the utilization of large areas of stony 
land are revealed.”
